High Winds Rip 
Through Area 
‘During Night 


Strong winds whipped to an 
average of 45 mph for several 
hours last night, causing several 
thousand dollars worth of dam- 
age in the Upland-Ontario area. 

Homer Greear, city street fore- 
man, labeled the storm Upland’s 
“worst in five or six years.” The 
police department, using the 
city’s civil defense emergency 
power generator was still able 
to use radio communications. 

At 10 p. m. Upland Police De- 
Fpartment reported large Eucalyp- 
tus trees uprooted on Euclid ave- 
nue, and other large tree branches 
down, blocking traffic on the 
street. Perhaps a dozen or more 
wires were reported down in Up- 
land, requiring emergency crews 
of Southren California Edison 
Co. from Pomona. 

City crews were kept busy re- 
}moving fallen trees and branch- 
es from up and down Euclid ave- 
nue. A tree across Arrow high- 
way at First avenue blocked ve- 
hicles on Arrow, and a pepper 
tree blocked the east lane of Sec- 


fond avenue just south of Arrow 


highway. 

Ontario International airport 
tower reported the wind velocity 
at 9:30 p. m. at 40 and 45 mph 
in this area. 

San Bernardino and Riverside 
had high winds early in the even- 
ing, but as the Santa Ana ripped 
through this area, the two cities 
had milder wind.

No 
doubt people with names such as Art, Ken, Jan 
and Cal will be trying mighty hard to get plates 
to match their names. For girls, it would be 
ideal if-both name and phone number could 
be on display.

Other Cities Also Face 
Building ‘Complaints’ 


Some people frequently criticize Upland for 
maintaining so-called “high subdivision re- 
trictions, thus “keeping out" residential devel- 
opment. The impression is given by some ob- 
servers that all or most other cities are less re- 
strictive. 

On the other hand, comments can also be 
heard in support of the Upland restrictions, the 
requirements for larger lots and in the build- 
ing of a solid community, in the creation of the 
best possible home city and in developing a 
cemmunity that will serve. generations to come. 

The trend in community development is bet- 
ter streets, better sidewalks and for a higher | 
standard. 

We refer to a report on a recent meeting of 
the Fontana city council at which Dave Harris, 
a subdivider, expressed some views about the 
requirements being imposed there. His state- 
ments are quoted: 

“Because the city (Fontana) is requiring 
subdividers to put in sidewalks and make other 
costly improvements, the demands upon me 
are too greatto keep on. Sidewalks should be 
eliminated until the city gets a master plan and 
until the county reauires subdividers on the 
edge of the city to do the same.“ 

Somehow, this sounds very familiar. 

The Fontana incident is cited to point out 
that complaints concerning development are 
not confined to Upland. Municipal officials in 
almost every southland city are faced with the 
same problem. 

The officials are obligated to think, not only 
of the present, but also the future. Oftentimes, 
the builders and the land owners. think only 
of the present. 


Each Moterist to Buy $45 
In Real Esiate - Roads | 


Every Californian who drives a car is going | 
to buy himself a chunk of real estate, to the 
tune of $45 in taxes, in the new year. The real 
estate is a ‘piece’ of the state's network of high- 
ways, freeways, roads and city streets. 

A record fiscal year budget of $300,000,000 
is in the offing for the state highway commis- 
sion. 

Bulk of the revenue, $246,000,000 will be 
collected in gas taxes, with additional millions 
coming in from fees for registration and drivers’ 
license, truck weight fees, diesel fuel taxes and 
miscellaneous sources.

Now It Is “Brownellism” 
For Spy-Hunter Attorney 





Ever since the word “McCarthyism” has 
been coined, the Wisconsin junior senator's | 


name has been anathema to everyone with an | 
interest in withholding from the public the 
— of communist subversion in our national | 
ile. | 

The nasty word has been bandied about, too | 
by many well meaning people who believe | 
that while the senator's aims may be all right, | 
his methods are all wrong. Some members of | 
McCarthy's Republican party are in the latter | 
group and one of the most interesting specila- | 
tions in connection with the celebrated Dexter 
White case is the theory recently advanced by | 
a Washington commentator. The commentator 
said that Attorney General Brownell’s target in 
divulging the facts of the White case. was not 
former President Truman but Senator McCar- 
thy. 

According to this theory, the purpose of Mr. 
Brownell’s Chicago speech was “to prove to the 
American people and the Republican party 
that the Eisenhower administration is capable 
of handling the problem of subversion and es- 
Pionage without benefit of Senator McCarthy 
ef Wisconsin.” 

If this indeed was the strategy in bringing 
the White case out in the open, it may be said 
to have succeeded for the affair definitely was 
not the controversial McCarthy show. 

But did that satisfy the folk who admit com- 
munism is a menace but insist that McCarthy 
is worse? Not at all. The rancor formerly re- 
served for the senator was promptly transfer- 
red to the attorney general. And while former 
President Truman called the whole 
McCarthyism, it remained for the prominent 
New Deal Democrat Averill Harriman. to cas- 
tigate the GOP with a brand new word invent- 
ed for the occasion: “Brownellism.” 

It begins to appear after all that it hasn't 
been the methods of communist exposure that 
have been so hysterically feared in some quar- 
ters, but the exposure itself.

Half-Pint Carton 
Milk Gets 1 Cent Hike 
At Public Schools 


As of January 1, elementary 
students of Upland School dis- 
trict will pay 7 cents instead of 
6 cents for a half-pint carton of 


milk in the school district cafe- 
terias. 
This was the decision of the 


board of trustees in session Mon- 
day night, after it was pointed 
out that the local school district 
was providing a subsidy for the 
miik program which could be re- 
duced and perhaps eliminated by 


the 1 cent increase. 
Cost to the district for each 
half-pint carton of milk is .068 


cents; the selling price to the pu- 
pils is .06, with the National 
School Lunch program providing 
a subsidy of .01. It was felt that 
two-tenths of a cent is not suf- 
ficient to cover the cost of refrig- 
eration, labor in handling, and the 
straw for drinking. The price in- 
crease will cover these additional 
costs.

} No one was injured, according 
}to a company spokesman, and 
} damage to property was nominal. 
} It is believed that an accumula- 
} tion of gas in the dust catcher ig- 
| nited, resulting in the explosion. 
} The blas was felt in Upland, as 
} windows and doors rattled. 

| Steel production at the plant 
| will not be affected, the spokes- 
;man said, since hot metal output 
| from the other two blast furnaces, 
| along with the company’s stock- 
piles of pig iron and steel scrap, 
are adequate to meet the needs of 
the open hearth department. 

The blast furnace, built in rec- 
|ord time in 1942, was taken out

,for installation of a new brick 
lining. The furnace was operated 
continuously for five and a half 
vears on its original lining. The 
second lining has given service 
almost as long, and more than 
2,000,000 tons of pig iron were 
produced in the latter period.
